*utility locations (including underground): POC will be available on site, but utility info already provided (first 
attachment); all utilities must be metered; DHHS must set up a Utilities Sales Agreement (POC will be available to 
discuss) 

* environmental concerns and requirements for use for this purpose: POC will be available on site 

*land site preparation (I.e. grading, leveling): DHHS will have to perform/contract this effort; a Proprietary 
Approval Work Order must be submitted through the Work Order Desk by DHHS for siting and construction 
approval (POC will be available to discuss) 

*public works for utilities, maps, charts (e.g. flood plain): DHHS will have to obtain flood plain maps from FEMA 

*requirements to obtain the land usage permit(s) as required: POC for USACE Fort Worth District provided. DHHS 
must submit a real estate application for approval.

Gentlemen, 

OUSD-Policy just e-mailed me from a meeting at HHS. 

The following concerns the previously noted site survey: 

HHS would like to get started on scheduling survey dates. At present there is only one survey team, and HHS 
would like to visit Ft Bliss first. 

The functional aspect of the survey would include mutual (HHS/ DoD installation reps) personnel to discuss utility 
locations (including underground); environmental concerns and requirements for use for this purpose, to include 
land site preparation (I.e. grading, leveling); public works for utilities, maps, charts (e.g. flood plain) and 
requirements to obtain the land usage permit(s) as required, and a discussion on clearance of contractors and base 
access. 

HHS teams would include public works types and contractors to review/discuss the topics described above. HHS 
estimates an HHS survey team being about 10 personnel, and the survey should be complete in one day. 

Policy respectfully requests you provide some preferred dates for us to provide to HHS so they can make an 
informed decision. 

Policy is requesting acceptable dates over the next three weeks. 

Understand it may be too short to have that info today, but soonest would be much appreciated. 

As a reminder, these surveys will require coordinated DoD/HHS congressional notification. That also means we 
need to be careful about sharing these dates until they are firm and appropriate notifications made.
